PALOS VERDES FACTS 

LOCATION 

Palos Verdes Estates front fourteen miles along the shore of the 
Pacific Ocean in the center of the Greater Los Angeles shore line 
and at the apex of the present direction of the city’s growth. This 
is one of the largest stretches of unimproved seashore on the 
Pacific coast containing extensive southern frontage. On its land 
sides it is surrounded by developed areas and thriving seashore 
suburban cities. 

CONTOURS 

Rising to a total elevation of 1,400 feet at the highest point, the 
Estates present a series of superb plateaus or terraces, gently slop- 
ing to the sea on two sides, and to the level plain of Greater Los 
Angeles on the other two. The property overlooks the entire city 
of Los Angeles, to the mountains shoreward, and seaward com- 
mands the coast line for fifty miles.

The fourteen miles of 
coast side of the Estates are frostless up to the 700 foot contour. 
Tropical and semi-tropical fruits grow to perfection, and flowers 
blossom out of doors all winter. 

Eleven thousand acres of Palos Verdes Estates are now under 
cultivation as market gardens.
